Twentj'-four people were be- 
: ing interviewed last night by 
detectives from Special Branch 
and the amtaerromt squad 
after raids in London and four 
other cities. Senior officers 
believe the raids may deal a 
serious blow to Provisional IRA 
plans for a fresh British offen¬ 
sive- 

It is being suggested that a 
□umber of the people being 
held under the Prevention of 
Terrorism Act will prove to be 
u first division ” Provisionals. 
Although no explosives were 
recovered, police found hand¬ 
guns and plenty of ammunition. 

The raids were carried out 
early yesterday after two 
months of intelligence gather¬ 
ing and surveillance. Police 
officers struck at addresses in 
London, Birmingham, Man¬ 
chester, Liverpool and South¬ 
ampton. 

Three people were held by 
Merseyside police, four by 
Hampshire police, two by West 
Midlands officers and 15 in 
London bj r officers drawn from 
Special Branch, the Anti- 
Terrorist Squad and the Special 
Patrol Group. 

The weapons were found in 
London raids at six addresses 
in west and east London. One 
of the addresses is an expensive 
flat in a house in Holland Park, 
west London, where, according 
to one resident, the police 
called for stretchers after they 
burst in. 

No names of people held have 
been released, but one is 
reported to be a journalist who 
works for a Dublin magazine. 

There was also a report yes¬ 
terday that a member of a small 
British left-wing group had been 
held in the raids in London. 

Another of the people being 
held is reported to be connected 
with the “ International Tri¬ 
bunal on Britain’s Presence in 
Ireland 

After the raids a consider¬ 
able amount of material was 
sent away for examination by 
forensic scientists, and the re¬ 


sults of die examinations will 
nor be known tor several days 
at least. 

Precise identification of a 
number of the people being 
held, at unnamed police stations, 
will also take some time while' 
finger-prints are checked 
against police records. 

The raids are being inter¬ 
preted as a preemptive strike 
against any Provisional offen¬ 
sive in the Christmas period. 
For some time there has been 
speculation that such an offen¬ 
sive might be launched, and 
-even suggestions that it could 
include indiscriminate attacks. I 

The Provisionals have been I 
silent on the British mainland ! 

since last winter—the murder ; 
of Mr Airey Neave was the ' 
work of another Irish group— 
when attacks were carried out 
in London and ou an oil depot 
and a gas works. 

The Christmas period has 
become a traditional time of 
attack, and last year extra 
police officers were on duty in 
the main shopping areas of 
central London

Sitting in the Ervin prison 
today in their open-neck shins, 
winter cardigans, and cor¬ 
duroys, drawing nervously on 
American cigarettes, the 18 pri- 
I soners looked nothing like the 
popular image of secret police¬ 
men. From the moment they 
were brought into rhe press con¬ 
ference, these middle-aged and 
sometimes avuncular men 
smiled blandly or just stared as 
government officials described 
them as criminals. 

When a senior Savafc officer 
rose to talk, a man from the 
Iranian Ministry of National 
Guidance referred to him as 
" worse than Eicbmann ” buz 
tbe prisoner did not react. 
Sometimes one felt that the 
former members of the Shah's 
secret police defended them¬ 
selves rather too eloquently for 
tbe comfort of the ministry 
men. 

Nevertheless there was on 
uncomfortable feeling that the 
press conference was increas¬ 
ingly coming to resemble the 
trial in which some of the 
prisoners had yet to bear their 
fate. 

It was a fascinating and occa¬ 
sionally frightening story that 
they told. Mr Hassan Sana, tbe 
economic and security adviser 
to the depury head of Savak, 
talked of British intelligence 
cooperation with the Shah, a 
friendly liaison which, he 
claimed, prompted British 
agents to pass to their Iranian 
counterparts information about 
Persian students in England. 
Mr Sana, a chain-smoker with 
dark glasses and an apparent 
passion for brightly-coloured 
shirts, said that British assist¬ 
ance enabled Savak to watch or 
arrest students on their return 
to Tehran from London. 

He spoke, too, of how Savak 
agents were flown from New 
York by the American Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) for 
lessons in interrogation tech¬

Nato defence and foreign 
ministers tonight approved toe 
controversial £2,500m plan to 
modernize the alliance’s theatre 
nuclear forces by stationing 572 
new American missiles in 
Europe. 

Holland and Belgium may not 
yet -accept missiles on their 
soil. Their reservations, could 
reduce the number of missiles 
deployed to 476. 

News of the derision, accom¬ 
panied by a series of arras 
control proposals which will be 
pur to the Soviet Union, was 
announced after a six-hour 
meetng at Nato headquarters. 

Both Mr Vance, the United 
States Secretary of State, and 
Mr Fronds Pym, rhe British 
Secretary of State for Defence, 
expressed pleasure at the out¬ 
come. 

Mr Vance said: “ Our de¬ 
ployment derision gives evi¬ 
dence of the continued vitality 
and cohesive ness of the 
alliance 

Mr Pym commented: M I 
regard the outcome as a major 


derision and thoroughly satis¬ 
factory 

The result was certainly more 
positive than had been expec¬ 
ted last week when the fragile 
Dutch coalition Government was 
faced with a hostile vote to the 
plan in the. Parliament, and 
when tbe Belgian and Danish 
positions looked very uncertain. 

The 572 nuclear weapons 
include JOS Pershing ballistic 
missiles which have a range of 
1,000 miles and 464 ground- 
launched cruise missiles. Under 
the United States plan the 
cruise missiles would be 
stationed in five countries—96 
in West Germany. 160 in Brit¬ 
ain, 112 in Italy, 48 in Belgium 
and 48 in Holland. AH could 
reach targets in the Soviet 
Union. 

Britain, consistently robust in 
its support of the programme, 
has already started consulta¬ 
tions with the United States 
Air Force about two suitable 
bases for the m issil e s. A deci¬ 
sion is likely next year, Mr. 
Pym said tonight. Italy and 
West Germany are also unequiv¬ 
ocal in their acceptance of the 
missiles. 


But the Belgians, while accept¬ 
ing their quota, want to review 
the position in six months in 
the hope that good progress on 
arms control negotiations might 
by then enable them to with¬ 
draw. 

The Dutch have declined to 
accept any missiles for now, but 
will reconsider their position in 
two years in the light of arms 
control talks. 

Europe will have to pay only 
a tenth of tbe £2i500ra. 
Britain’s share is expected to 
be about £35tn.

The right of the Lord Mayor 
and Court of Aldermen of the 
City of London to reject an 
alderman democratically elec¬ 
ted by residents of the City 
was upheld yesterday by Lord 
Widgery, toe -Lord Chief 
Justice. 

. Lord Widgery dismissed an 
application .from Mr Donald 
Riftr, a solicitor' . from the 
Barbican, in. the City of Lon¬ 
don, Who wanted the Court of 
Aldermen’s decision declared 
illegal. Mr Silk was elected an 
alderman for Aldersgace ward 
last July. 23 by 206 votes to 
295, but his election was 
rejected by the aldermen. iu 
September. 

Mr Silk, who was granted 
leave to appeal, said after the 
bearing in toe High Court: 

“ The court has held that the 
.Court of Aldermen are en¬ 
titled to overrule the wishes of 
the electors in the ward of 
Aldersgace and to do so without 
stating reasons. 

w In doing so, the court has 
felt bound by a decision of the 
1830s, since when one'man, one 


vote, has become an established 
principle in elections through¬ 
out tbe civilized world. 

“For this reason, I feel justi¬ 
fied, in considering taking the 
matter a step further.” 

Lord Widgery said in his 
judgment: “When I ask my¬ 
self how I feel about the 
retention of these somewhat 
undemocratic arrangements, 
my personal feelings are not 
that we are causing any great 
disaster or difficulty, because 
I think people regard toe City 
of London as something special ; 
and 1 do not think they are ' 
offended by happenings in _ the 
City of London which might 
cause comment elsewhere 

Tbe last time the Court of 
Aldermen’s right to approve or 
reject an alderman was con¬ 
sidered in the courts and 
derided “ to a very great 
degree" was in 1839. Albeit 
that was a long time ago, the 
undertaking was so comprehen¬ 
sive and the points settled so 
great that one must look care¬ 
fully at that set of authorities,

March hearing for ‘Canard’ case

The Paris civil tribunal today 
fixed the dates for the defama¬ 
tion cases brought by two of 
President Giscard d'Estmag’s 
cousins against the satirical 
weekly Le Canard Enchaine 
and the right-wing weekly 
Mutate. 

Each plaintiff is seeking dam¬ 
ages of 200,000 francs (£22,400) 
from each oubjicatioa for in¬ 
volving them 'in die current 
scandal of French politics—the 
affair of the Bokassa diamonds. 

The two cousins, are M Fran¬ 
cois Giscard d'Esfaicg, managing 
director of the Banqoe Fran- 
Caise du Commerce Exterieur 
and M Jacques _ Giscard 
d'Estaing, financial director at 
tfae French Atomic Energy Com¬ 
missariat. 

| Their complaints began with 

1 an article published by tile 
Canard on October 10 under the 
title “The fear of a French 

Watergate—why Giscard organ¬ 
ized the destruction of Bokassa’s 
archives”, and continued with 
a follow-up of the story which 
appeared in Minute. 


Today’s bearing was only a 
minor affair, to fix die Canard 
case for March 5 and die Minute 
case for March 12. 

The Canard case relates to rhe 
inside-page article in tbe issue 
df October 10, which suggested 
that rfae President's family had 
made a fortune from the French 
colonies in general and Central 
Africa in particular. It also 
claimed that tbe French Army 
had been used to transfer arch¬ 
ives from the Bokassa palace 
to the French Embassy. 

The story might have died 
there, but it was taken up by 
Le Monde, which published two 
pages apparently accepting the 
Canard information and a front¬ 
page leading article calling for 
the transfer of the documents 
“to a safer place than the 
French Embassy” and for a 
parliamentary conumstion of 
inquiry. 

The case of rhe two cousins 
is only a minor affair vrhen 
compared to the story Le 
Canard Enchant has sought to 
-publicize about President 
Giscard d’Estaing himself. 


The issue of October 10 was 
only the latest in a long line 
of attacks the Canard has made 
on the President. The maga¬ 
zine's sources often tend to be 
disgruntled ririJ servants who 
take photocopies of documents 
which often fall flat when pub¬ 
lished. 

Tins was the fate of a copy 
of the President’s tax returns 
published in June, and the-fact 
that the Bokassa : .diamonds 
affair was possibly doomed to 
meet the same fate may- have 
prompted the magazine.not to 
give it anything more than a 
good front-page show on 
October 10. 

What was published then was 
a letter allegedly signed by 
former Emperor Bokassa in 
1973 ordering a plaquetts of 
diamonds for rhe President, 
who was then 'Minister of 
Finance.

Moscow say^s 
Britafai’s role 
‘neo-colotualist 
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Britain’s conciliatory 
attitude to PLO 
rouses Israeli anger

A serious difference of 
opinion has emerged between 
-the British and Israeli Govern¬ 
ment over the role of th- 
Palestine Liberation Organiza¬ 
tion fPLO), which could have 
-far-reaching repercussions for 
the future of Britain’s policy in 
.the Middle East. 

- Full details of the rift have 
yet to be made public, but Mr 
Menachem Begin, the Israeli 
‘Prime Minister, last night told 
a meeting of his supporters in 
the Knesset that he regarded 
"-a certain honoured guest” as 
suffering from an “ optical illu¬ 
sion ” about the PLO. 

The barb was aimed directly 
at Mr Douglas Hurd, Minister 
of State at the Foreign Office, 
who arrived here on Monday 
as the first British minister to 
visit Israel since the Conser- 
■vatives came to power. 

I understand that the disoute 
centres on Mr Hrud's attempts 
to convince Mr Begin and orner 
senior Israeli ministers that the 
PLO is no wadopting a more 
“ diplomatic and political 
approach” which should be 
take ninto cousideratioin when 
assessing its standing in the 
Middle East peace process. 

Although Britain has not 
gone so far as to recognize the 
PLO officially, Mr Hurd's re¬ 
marks touched a very sore 
nerve insidle the Israeli Cabi¬ 
net. In recent weeks some 
ministers have been increas¬ 
ingly concerned at what they 
see as a more conciliatory atti¬ 
tude towards the PLO being 
adopted by several leading EEC 
countries. 

Anger with Britain has been 
increased by two recent events: 
Che decision to sell 270 Chief¬ 
tain tanks to Jordan and 
widely publicized repons of a 
“social meeting” between Sir 
Ian Gilmtour, the Lord Privy 
Seal, and Mr Faruq Qaddumi, 
head oE the PLO political 
department, at a diplomatic 
cocktail party in London, last 
week. 


Officially zbe exchange of 
views between Mr Hurd and Mr 
Begin was described ,as “ cour¬ 
teous ” but in fact it is believed 
to have ended in straight-out 
disagre emen t. 

British officials pointed out 
later that Mr Hurd had refer¬ 
red to a r ec e n t speech in 
London when a senior PLO rep¬ 
resentative stated that the 
Palestinians would renounce 
the use of force and try and 
reunite the country by “ peace¬ 
ful and democratic mesas” if 
allotted a mini-state in their 
part of Palestine. 

Speaking to British corres¬ 
pondents today, Mr Hurd 
explained the Conservative 
Government’s position. “ We 
believe rhaa the PLO is evolv¬ 
ing. There b evidence that k is 
adopting a more political and 
diplomatic role,” be said. “ We 
acknowledge that this is an in¬ 
complete process, but as far as 
it has gone, we have noted it 
and welcomed it.” 

Mr Hurd went oo Co explain 
that Britain would continue to 
support the Camp David peace 
process as long as there 
appeared to be a real chance 
of progress. He added chat if 
this was seen to founder, the 
EEC would have to consider 
whether there was a role for it 
to play in trying Co push 
matters in a new direction 

Privately, Mr Hurd and the 
senior British officials in bis 
party are known to be highly 
unsympathetic to the continued 
efforts by Mr Begin and other 
leading Israelis to equate the 
attitude of the PLO with that of 
Hitler and the Nazis. They are 
also dubious about the possibi¬ 
lity of individual Palestinian 
Arab leaders ever agreeing to 
partake in tee present autonomy 
plan -without the FLO’S sanc¬ 
tion. 

Tomorrow Mr Hurd’s party- 
fly on to Cairo for talks with 
Egyptian leaders. The whole 
trip is being officially rescribed 
as an example of the British 
Government’s determination to 
present a higher diplomatic pro¬ 
file in the Middle East.

South Africa says blacks 
may train to be pilots

Johannesburg, Dec 12 

Blacks can train as pilots in 
the South African Air Force if 
they have the basic qualifica¬ 
tions. Defence headquarters in 
Pretoria said today. It was com¬ 
menting on reports that tbe Air 
Force is short of pilots and that 
blacks would be nappy zo enlist 
for training if given the chance. 

The defence force said that 
any South African citizen be¬ 
tween the ages of 17 and 24 with 
standard 10—equivalent to Bri¬ 
tish A level—passes in mathe¬ 


matics, English and Afrikaans 
could apply for pilot training. 

However, few blacks attain 
such qualifications tbe educa¬ 
tion available to them in South 
Africa is generally regarded as 
inferior to that provided for 
whites. 

The Air Force considers its 
training is among the strictest 
and most efficient in the world 

At present there are no black 
officers in the Air Force or 
Navy, although the Army has 
commissioned a few for desk 
jobs, mostly in the public rein-, 
tions field.

Iranian crisis a cocktail of all the elements 
that can make the wo rid unstable 


. We shall long remember the 
dosing weeks of this decade as 
a> season of fears. We started 
fearing for the lives of the 
American hostages in Tehran, 
but we soon realized that, in 
this fragile -world of ours, 
limited and well defined fears 
quickly awake much stronger 
feelings of alarm, which we 
usually bury in the depth of our 
consciousness since they are too 
upsetting. 

We are now afraid that 
America may over-react to the 
Iranian challenge and that this 
may lead to a confrontation 
with the Soviet Uniou v with all 
its awesome implications; or 
to a breakdown of oil produc¬ 
tion and deliveries and to a 
world economic crisis. But we 
ere equally afraid of tbe 
opposite, that America be 
revealed as a paper tiger in¬ 
capable of protecting its own 
citizens, and that America's 
allies may be unable or un¬ 
willing to help. 

•. These are fears related to 
tiie near future. Beyond them, 
there is an awareness that the 
Iranian crisis may be a model 
for others to come. Tehran, that 
inhuman dty, fruit of moderni¬ 
zation gone crazy, is itself an 
embryonic model for those un¬ 
governable urban sprawls which 
futurologists see growing 
throughout the developing 
world. By the year 2000, they 
say, Mexico City could have as 
many as 32 million inhabitants, 
Sao Paulo 26 million, Calcutta, 
Shanghai, Seoul, Cairo, Karachi 
from 16 to 20 million. 

During the same decades, tbe 
growth oF nuclear energy will 
have made fissile material and 
related technologies widely 
available, also for military pur¬ 
poses : is nor Pakistan building 
right now the first “Islamic 
bomb”? Social and political 
potential, makes a frightening 
combination, which we may 

have to deal with-.Apart from 
the nuclear dimension, one can 


find in tbe Iranian crisis an al¬ 
most complete cocktail of the 
elements which will make the 
world unstable ; the interaction 
between the ills of moderniza¬ 
tion and traditional, religious or 
nationalistic passions ; the ready 
fanaticism of mobs Hying in a 
megalopolis; the nearness of a 
local crisis to areas cf strategic 
turbulence, together with atomic 
sensitivity involving the super¬ 
powers ; finally, the tack of pro¬ 
portion between a local flare-up 
and its potential disruptive 
effects on tne world economy. 

If similar crises are bound 
to happen again in die future, 
what lessons ought to be drawn 
from the Iranian case? An 
obvious one concerns tbe 
relations between the super¬ 
powers in the third world: one 
would like to see an agreed 
neutralization of _ potentially 
explosive areas, in order to 
make them less likely to 
become detonators for some¬ 
thing worse. But the most 
pressing lesson from Iran con¬ 
cerns just tbe West and its 
most serious weakness, which is 
its economic dependence upon 
other nations. 

This refers almost exclusively 
to oiL There is no comparable 
dependence of the Western 
economy on other rare raw 
materials, although some of 
these have been irrationally 
concentrated by nature in a 
few areas, not all of them easily 
controllable by the West. 

It is true that there is a 
certain measure of economic 
interdependence between pro¬ 
ducers and' consumers, between 
those who need oil and those 
who want t» buy industrial 
goods. But the relation is 
unequal because really only 
one of the two sides is in 
desperate need of what the 
other can sell. The simple fact 
is that Opec nations do not 
want money as badly as we 
need oil 

This means that in the next 


few years the West will have to 
persuade the Opec countries to 
exchange an ever more valuable 
scarce commodity, oil for an¬ 
other ever less valuable com¬ 
modity—dollars, marks or yens 
—of which, in any case, they 
will have so many that they 
will Dot know- what to do with 
them. 

And these are not forecasts: 
when talking about energy, a 
five-year period is too short foe 
auytfeig unexpected to hap¬ 
pen, unless it is something bad. 
In a sense, 1985 is past history. 
We cannot change 1985, we can 
only work to change 1990 or 
the year 2000. And we, the 
West; will have to act fast if 
we want to loosen that noose 
around our neck. 

k is not just 50 Americans 
who are being held hostage In 
Tehran. Those 50 Americans 
have not yet been liberated 
because the West os a whole 
is a hostage to ofi-prodndng 
countries. One day in 1973 
these nations suddenly discov¬ 
ered drat they could get three 
or four tlmes tnore money than 
they were being paid far their 
oil, and they got it. In 1979 an 
Iranian ayatollah discovered 
that .the great power of 
America could be checked by a 
second-rate nation. And # we 
delude ourselves if we believe 
that America looks powerless 
because it does not wane to 
endanger the lives of the 50 
boscages. 

America is made helpless not 
just by that fear, but also fay 
the knowledge that the whole 
Western economy would be 
thrown into disarray if the 
United States Navy imposed a 
total economic blockade on 
Iran. Europe knows that it 
must help America, that it can¬ 
not leave it with the dangferous 
feeling of being alone and not 
push the United States into 
desperate acts. So far the 
Ayatollah’s blackmail has 


worked because it is a double 
blackmail: on 50 American 
lives, and on the economy of 
die West, especially Europe and 
Japan. 

This means that even the 
political independence of these 
powerful and rich nations is 
no longer, what it was. -Why 
did Britain offer Mr Vance “a 
polite refusal*’ to pet involved 
in economic sanctions against 
Iran? Out of indifference or 
out of necessity? And look how 
Italy has gone begging cap-in¬ 
hand for Saudi Arabian, oil, 
since the flow was interrupted 
by a Saadi show of bad temper 
after somebody revealed a 
minor case of corruption. Who 
is stronger and who is weaker? 
The seventh industrial power in 
rhe world or the desert king¬ 
dom? The fact is that Italy 
just cannot do without Arabian 
oil, while Arabia has money to 
buy twice everything it desires 
elsewhere. 

If we want to make future 
“ Iranian ” crises less dan¬ 
gerous. we shall not only need 
more ddtenre between East and 
West, and more cooperation 
between West and West. We 
shall also need to regain as 
quickly as possible our - eco¬ 
nomic independence, which we 
lost some time in the last 20 
years: in 1956 Britain and 
France could intervene in the 
Middle East and have the Suez 
canal blocked without fear of 
strangling the West. In 1979 
omn i potent America cannot do 
tbe same in the Hormuz straits. 

Tbe discovery made by the 
ayatollah about the weakness 
of the West can be put to even 
worse use by others in the 
future. Ultimately, it is not our 
prosperity that is in danger, 
but oar political independence 
and freedom. It is not just the 
50 hostages in Tehran that are 
a warring to be freed. The whole 
Western world is kept hostage 
and most free itself.

Soviet drag industry seeks a cure for its own ailments

A Soviet: newspaper com¬ 
plained the other day drat a 
medical researcher, who had 
discovered a cheap and effec¬ 
tive. drug to stimulate growth, 
bad been trying for 15 years 
to get his product on the mar¬ 
ket without success. 

In spite of repeated clinical 
tests, scientific endorsement 
and an urgent demand from 
people with deficiencies in 
growth hormones, the drug was 
unavailable. Instead Soviet 
drug manufacturers were pro¬ 
ducing a less effective foreign 
product which first came on 
the market 22 years ago. 

Why. tee newspaper asked, 
had no Soviet manufacturer 
taken up tee new drug? Why 
should thousands of children 
who needed hormone treat¬ 
ment be condemned to stunted 
growth? Why did tee re¬ 
searcher himself believe teat 
nothing could be done? 

The questions are asked re . 
peatedly not only to the Soviet 
press but by ordinary people 
who are unable to obtain drugs 
prescribed by fhear doctors. 
The shortage of pbaraaceuti- 
Ctd products appears chronic 
and is a matter of serious con¬ 
cent

buy the products. Packets of 
good pills are considered so 
valuable that they ere sold at 
special foreign currency coun¬ 
ters to hotels.

Doctors issue prescriptions 
even if the hospitals have no 
supplies. Tttfere are numerous

When Miss Jennie Lee was 
Minister for the Arcs, -deciding 
who: should share tin the public 
wealth of the 1960s, she 
rejected the claims of circus .as 
a popular an that deserved sup¬ 
port. While it thrives in social¬ 
ist Eastern Europe, and in the 
intensely commercial atmos¬ 
phere of the United States, it 
is nor only neglected but penal¬ 
ised in fbV United Kingdom. 

The great.animal acts of. the 
. Continent are subject to quaran¬ 
tine laws, And the tradition of 
whole families in performance 
is made impossible by child 
labour lain. . 

Against such a background it 
my not be easy to understand 
why spectators fly in every year 
from. Europe, America and even 
Asia for die five days of the 
International Circus Festival of 
Monte Carlo. In the six years 
since it began, enthusiastically 
supported by His Serene High¬ 
ness Prince Rainier in, the mo 
main prizes, statuettes of gold 
and siiver downs, have acquired 
the status of Hollywood Oscars- 
in the circus world. 

Like Oscar nominations, the 
circus acts are selected with an 
eye to a political balance as 
well as. excellence. Because 
every proper circus has certain 
components—the animal acts, 
the downs, the trapeze artists, 
balancing acts and wire walkers 
—only a couple of acts in each 
category can be chosen to 
appear, but as in every great 
circus, the selection is indeed 
international. 

Mexico, Japan, South Africa, 
Romania and both Germanys 
provided stars, and prize-win¬ 
ning performers also came from 
France, the Soviet Union, die 
United States and Bulgaria. 

For the second time the top 
prize, die Golden Clown, was 
divided between two acts. The 
Leonid Kostiuk troupe of the 
Moscow State Circus, led by . .a 
small Hercules who supports 
two energetic men on a long 
metal pole that he balances on 
his forehead, shared the first 
prize with the down George 
Carl 

Carl represents a most un¬ 
usual circus, the Crazy Horse 
Saloon in Paris, and be is Far 
from being an ordinary white- 
faced clown. His act has distinct 
echoes of Mu Wall’s music-hall 
routines, including a flamboy-

Causing even more of a stir 
among the tuxedos and candy 
floss was Telly Savalas, in 
Monaco to introduce the acts 
to American television aud¬ 
iences who will see the circus 
festival, as they have for the 
past two years, in a CBS tele¬ 
vision special. The jury which 
always includes Prince Rainier, 
has become one of the main 


attractions of the event for the 
famous names it offers. 

Last year Cary Grant and 
Sean Connery were among the 
judges and this year Michael 
York and the popular Italian 
actor Alberto Sordi were there 
next to the retired circus pro¬ 
fessionals such as John Ring- 
ling North who presumably 
provided exp err opinions, and 
presumably also, professional 
prejudices. 

Until 1967 North owned 
Americans largest circus, the 
Riogling Brothers and Barnum 
and Bailey Circus, also known 
as The Greatest Show on Earth. 
It is now owned by Irvin Feld 
who was on band to look over 
the talent and watch some of his 
own stars, including Elvin Bale 
who does a flashy, blindfolded 
balancing act on a giant spin¬ 
ning wheel which earned him 


one of die fhre Silver Clowns to 
go with the Golden Clown he 
won three years ago for a differ¬ 
ent act. 

Feld’s investment in the glam¬ 
our of Monte Carlo fa also fin¬ 
ancial. This year he intends to 
Field a globe-travelling show 
called the International Circus 
Festival of Monte Carlo Spec¬ 
tacular. There is one pice bal¬ 
ancing act at Monaco that his 
venture is unlikely to match. 

Prince Rainier’s festival, 
which also has a matinee exclus¬ 
ively for the children of 
Monaco, fa intelligently selected 
to‘show die con oasts between 
world styles of circus. The 
American tendency to display 
the danger and risk of a stunt 
is shown against the East Euro¬ 
pean effort to show the wonders 
of physical achievement, with 
die elements of danger played 
down. 

There are concessions from 
the east, however. The amazing 
act from Moscow, the Leonid 
Kostiuk troupe, always performs 
with safety fines at home. They 
dispensed with them for ail but 
the most risky of their n umb ers 
in Monaco. 

Though freaks and sideshows 
have all but disappeared from 
circus, the festival gives ample 
evidence that it is still the 
home of the unusual. It ranges 
from the talent of the Kovat- 
cbevi troupe <Sf Bulgaria, which 
will balance a human ladder of 
five people on the shoulders of 
one man and then bounce a per¬ 
former from a teeter-board to 
the shoulders of the top perfor¬ 
mer. to the distinctly unusual 
talent of Alejandro Ibarra of 
Mexico who will open his legs 
and bounce from his crotch 
back to bis feet on a tktbi wire. 

It takes an event like the 
festival to bring together such 
an array of skills .and traditions, 
and the element of competition 
gives an added excitement to 
the performances. The level is 
such, however, that for the most 
part everyone selected delivers 
an extraordinary performance- 
The whole occasion js a royal 
demonstration of the vitality of 
circus in the world. 

Thinking back to Miss Jennie 
Lee’s decision not to support 
circus as an art, not even to 
provide . a permanent circus 
ground in London with decoct 
facilities for performers and 
animals, one should be 
reminded that England was the 
original home of the modern 
circus in the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury. 

There was one British act in 
Monaco, the bicycling trickster 
Barry lappy, who, at 14, is 
already a featured artiste in 
Romania and the United States. 
Because of his age he cannot 
join an English arcus for a 
normal season and he and his 
parents have Kved abroad for 
several years.

French music of the high 
baroque is for the most part 
elaborate or grandiose or both, 
rich in texture and adventurous 
in harmony.

And. hey presto ! There he is, 
cavorting by a brook.

And with that we are off at 
dizzy speed, dazzled by studio 
sunlight.

The hero of Peter Tinnistvood's 
play finally materializes in the 
last thirty seconds having, 
nevertheless, dominated the 
evening’s events from the 
moment of the enraged opening 
speech threatening bis immi¬ 
nent slaughter. 

Wilfred is a poodle, whom an 
unmarried couple have bought 
in the hope of stabilizing their 
crumbling relationship, but wbo 
declares his own opinion of this 
pitiable scheme by deporting 
rancid coils all over Hallam and 
Shirley’s flat. Come Christmas 
Day with the arrived of Hallam's 
mother, and Wilfred's contribu¬ 
tion to the festivities is to lay 
into the goose, leaving the 
family to dine on corned-beef 
hash, and then to stage a death 
scene in his basket to prove 
where _ his owner's real affec¬ 
tions lie. 

This is my first encounter 
with Mr Tinniswnod’s work, 
and for the first 20 minutes I 
mistook the piece for a robustly 
uncomplicated bit of fun.- 
setting up a stuffy Christmas 
interior (backed with Disney¬ 
land Yuletide numbers) as *a 
barn-door target for Wilfred’s 
chosen weapons.

Lake Placid, Dec 12 
After jour light plane lands at the 
picturesque airport in the midst of 
tuowcorerdd hills here, the first thing 
rou notice is a hand-pa inced -s ign read¬ 
ing: “Adirondack Airport, gateway to 
1380 Winter Olympics" It -in 

front of she terminal building, a small 
wooden hut like a miniattire Swiss 
chalet. 

That first hnpre&stan of the Olympic 
region is entirely appropriate, for It is 
symbolic of the most im port a nt point 
to be made about, the inevitable dis¬ 
putes and difficulties surrounding the 
preparation for next February’s {games: 
Lake Placid is small an* Winter 

Olympics are big. 

The down’s population of 2,700 win 
be exceeded by the athletes and offi¬ 
cials, who vwll amount to nearly 4,000. 
On top of that, 3,500 press and televi¬ 
sion reporters have applied for accredi¬ 
tation. and 51,000 spectators wiH attend 
on each of the 11 days of rise 
All this represents too radical a 
change in the fowl’s personality to be 
undergone without trauma. Mixed in 
with the heady excitement of becoming 
the temporary centre of the porting 
world are quantities of quick temper 
and ill feeling and an apprehension that 
the name Placid might never again be 
appopriate to describe the quality of 
hfe in this attractive mwiinajff resort. 

A letter in the local paper articu¬ 
lated this app reh ension in mentioning 
that residents “must tolerate Jiving in 
a fishbowl of pushy tourists ”. The oniy 
people to benefit from the Games, the 
writer suggested, would be “ the chosen 
few who hove strings to puH*. 

There have been focal complaints 
about the t icket distribution system, 
about travel restrictions during the 
Gomes end about people being evicted 
from their homes so that landlords 
make exorbitant profits. A property 
magazine fists houses, with space for 
xmmy beds, at rents of up to 527,000 
(£14,000) just for the month of Feb¬ 
ruary, although these prices might be 
ambitious as some remain unlet. 

Charles Roster, the executive direc¬ 
tor of the chamber of commerce, inves¬ 
tigated some of the complaints of 
eviction and found them justified, but 


pointed out that the number of people 
a f f ecte d 'was probable fewer than 100. 
many people nest their homes here for 
only half the year, moving somewhere 
warmer in winter. 

Other disputes were over environ- 
. mental concerns. Conservation groups 
- led by the Sierra Club tried unsuccess¬ 
fully to prevent the construction of the 
30-metre ski jump (257ft 6in tali) on 
the' grounds that ir was an eyesore. 
Environmentalists are. however, suc¬ 
ceeding in limiting daily ticket sales to 
51,000 because any higher figure would 
strain die town’s resources (especially 
its water supply) and pollute ixs air 
with their vehicles. They also objected 
to some road improvements. 

Large-stale, new construction has been 
limited to one hotel. The Hilton, plus 
the Field House, the big ice arena. 
This spiky building of white-painted 
metal and glass, inappropriately tacked 
on to the side of the smaller stadium 
built for the 1932 Winter Olympics, has 
been the subject of another and poten¬ 
tially more important controversy. 

David Evans, an engineer employed 
by the federal government to keep an 
eye on the government-funded project, 
las waged a persistent campaign for 
more thorough Investigations into 
whether the arena is safe. Several 
arenas across die country have bad 
their roofs cave in during the past two 
rears, some due to the weight of snow. 
'There are questions about several of 
the roof components and about the wall 
between the two skating rinks”, Mr 
Evans told me. “If they fail people 
most likely will be hurt and Idlled.” 

Maixtiy because of Mr Evans's pres¬ 
sure, there have been investigations into 
the suspect areas by two independent 
consulting firms, and some remedial 
action has been taken. Robert Fowler, 
who was in charge of the larger of the 
studies, says he has no evidence that the 
bufidire is now unsafe. 

Mr_ Evans is still not satisfied. He is 
pressing, among other things, for a part 
of the wah m the Field House separat¬ 
ing the two skating rinks, to be dis¬ 
mantled to show whether it is sup¬ 
ported adequately. He is also worried 
about the level of carbon monoxide 
given • off by the petrol-engined 
machines which restore the ice surface 


ta the rinks after use. He fears that 
exposure to it could slow the reactions 
or skaters and cause accidents. 

The man who has to bear the brunt 
of complaints by Mr Evans and others 
is Mr Perr Spurney, die general mana¬ 
ger of the Game*:. He has had much 
experience in organizing important 
attractions of this nature and in doing 
so has developed broad shoulders and 
a philosophical attitude. 

** There’s a lot of emotion about 
buildings like this ”, be said, “ ever 
since the Hartford and Kansas City col¬ 
lapses. If there are any faults we're 
going to fix them. We want the build¬ 
ings to be safe. Thar’s why there will be 
s funher investigation * 

As for the carbon monoxide difficulty, 
Mr Spurney said that most commercial 
ice hockey arenas in the country used 
the same petrol-engined ice-renewing 
machines with no adverse effect. The 
organizers had let off smoke bombs in 
the arena to test its ventilation and if 
a difficulty did occur they had made 
provision to power the machines by 
propane gas instead. 

.Mr Evans is nor responsible for all 
or Mr Spurney’s difficulties as he enters 
the final Jap of his preparations. 
Recently there have been allegations 
that both the catering firm, which will 
serve meals in rhe Olympic village, and 
the company which will provide security 
equipment there have connections with 
organized crime. And members of the 
press corps, particularly the British, 
nave been badgering him with com¬ 
plaints about the high cost of accom¬ 
modation and of telegraphic communi¬ 
cations. 

On a subject more directly connected 
with sport, the International Ski Federa¬ 
tion have threatened to call off the 
downhill ski events if permission is not 
granted for helicopters to land on the 
course on Wbiteface Mountain in the 
event of a medical emergency. The 
United Stores Air Force and several 
helicopter companies have judged that 
it would not be safe for helicopters to 
land on the mountain in poor weather, 
especially with spectators lining the 
runs. 

“It happens in every Olympics.” Mr 
Spurney said. “Some'people say: ‘If 
you don’t do it this way there will be no

proved reluctant to pay for that. And,- 
even if they do, Mr Boster points out». 
the economic benefit to Lake Placid—^ - 
the basis of the argument for hosting' 
the Games in the first place—will be' 
minimal. 

Mr Spurney is convinced that once It 
is all over everyone will look back and 
say how wonderful it was. The legacy - 
for Lake Placid will be a splendid new ’ 
arena—which, if all goes well, will not "• 
fall down—new ski jumps, a new luge • 
and bobsled run, a new hotel and foe 
futuristic Olympic village which will be ' 
turned' into a federal prison. 

It will also win a place on the winter 
sports map which could boost its winter 
tourist trade to the level it enjoys in 
the summer. Certainly Lake Placid will 
not revert to what it was, a sleepy sum- * 
mer resort once popular with tubercih • 
losis patients. But then if it had truly _ 
been content with its lot it would never » 
have agreed to host the games at alL . *_

The Government hoped that 
anyone responsible for stag in g 
fours such as those proposed to 
South Africa was aware of the 
implications, Mr Hector Monro, 
Under Secretary for the Environ¬ 
ment and Minister for Sport, said 
at question iime. 

Mr Tam Dalyeil (West Lothian, 
Lab) bad asked Mr Monro for a 
statement on ids discussions with 
the rugby unions of Scotland, Eng¬ 
land and Wales on proposed tours 
of Sooth Africa. 

Mr Monro (Dumfries, C)—The 
Home Rngby Unions are fully 
awar e of the Government's stance 
on proposed tours to and from 
South Africa as set out in our 
press statement of September 14. 
This was again made dear during 
my recent informal meeting with 
the chairman of the Tours Commit¬ 
tee. 

Mr Daly ell-Would not British 

p ar ti cipati on in the Olympic and 
Commonwealth' Games be jeopard¬ 
ized? (Conservative shouting ” so 
what **.) 

Mr Monro—We hope anyone 
responsible for. staging such a tour 
will be aware of the implications. 
Rugby Union is not an Olympic 
sport. It is for the IOC to decide 
which country should participate. 
Mr Nicholas Winterton (Maccles¬ 
field, G)—Why has he adopted the 
attitude he has to proposed tours 
In South Africa? Taking tours to 
South Africa can educate the 
people of South Africa and speed 
up the processes that are already 
taking place in that country. 

If he accepts the attitude that he 
has expressed, and I find it diffi¬ 
cult to believe that he does, how 
can we hold the Olympic Games in 
one of the most barbaric and total¬ 
itarian countries in the world? 
(Conservative cheers.) 

Mr Monro—The Government's 
position is made clear from the 
statement on September 14. We 
win discuss posable changes with 
Commonwealth colleagues If and 
when sufficient progress has been 
made towards Integration of sport 
in South Africa. 

Mr Roy Hughes (Newport, Lab}— 


Last evening a meeting took place 
in the House between represent¬ 
atives of the Home Toon Co mmit - 


rated to os that no decision has yet 
been made about the proposed 
tour. 

Would Mr Monro prevail upon 
the rugby authorities not to under¬ 
take this particular tour, bearing 
In mind it Is necessary to honour 
the Gleneagles agreement In die 
spirit and the letter? 

Mr Monro—The Rugby Unions can 
be in no doubt as to the Govern¬ 
ment’s position. 

Mr Toby Jessel (Richmond upon 
Thames, Twickenham, C))—Why 
is the Government involved In this 
matter at all? What has the Gov¬ 
ernment got to do with It? 

Mr Monro—The Government is 
concerned to implement die Com¬ 
monwealth agreement and we have 
made perfectly dear to me Rugby 
Unions what our position is. 

Mr Denis' Howell, Opposition 
spokesman on sport (Birmingham, 
Small Heath, Lab)—The Minister 
has taken a strong, sensible, civiliz¬ 
ed and intelligent stand on this 
matter which will have the support 
of all. 

The Olympic Games Is the only 
opportunity In die world when the 
youth of the world from 146 
nations, irrespective of back¬ 
ground, political, colour or reli¬ 
gion. comes together freely. That 
is something we should treasure 
and preserve rather than sur¬ 
render. 

One sport has no right to jeopar¬ 
dise the thousands at hoars of 
dedicated training put in by 
hundreds of our finest sportsmen 
and to jeopardise their dunces of 
represen doc their country. 

It would be the greatest disser¬ 
vice to the Commonwealth as a 
whole if the result of this business 
was to turn the Commonwealth 
Games once more into a white only 
games. 

Mr Monroe—Many sporting bodies 
share his fears about tile future. I 
am sure the Rugby Unions win 
have beard what has been said in 
the House of Commons and will 
bear in mind any possible impli¬ 
cations. 


Fall in council staffs 
represents a start 


An increase in local auth¬ 
ority employment since the Gov¬ 
ernment asked for a curb on fur¬ 
ther recruitment in the interests of 
economy was reported by Mr Tom 
King, Minister for Local Govern¬ 
ment and Environmental Services 
(Bridgwater, C). 

Re told Mr Thomas Benyon 
(Abingdon, C) that on September 
9, 1979, the general manpower 
watch figures, published today 
(Wednesday) showed 2,092,271 
fulltime equivalent staff in local 
authorities Jo England and Wales. 

This figure represented a dec¬ 
rease of 11,871 fulltime equivalent 
staff since June 1979 but were still 
18,185 up on the figure for Sep¬ 
tember, 1978. 

Mr Benyon—Councils are still 
employing more staff than at tills 
time last year. The figure for the 
employment of local authority 
stair is standing at an all-time 
high. 

Mr King—1 certainly hope all MFs, 
and particularly those who are 
most profuse in their complaints 
about savage cuts In local govern¬ 
ment, wflj study the Joint man¬ 
power watch figures. Right across 
a wide category of employment in 
local authorities there is a continu¬ 
ing increase in employment since 
we asked for a curb on further 
employment in the needs of 
economy. 

Mr Allan Roberts (Bootle, Labi— 
Even Conservative local authorities 
are standing out in opposition to 
the Government’s policies. Within 
local government, particularly 
among Conservative councils, 
there Is a strong feeling that the 
proposal the Government is mak¬ 
ing to pay local authority chairmen 
and the proposal to reintroduce 
political honours Is a cynical and 
mercenary move by the Govern¬ 
ment to pay off Tory local couudl- 
■ lors who are opposed to the Gov¬ 
ernment’s policies. (Labour 

cheers.) 

Mr King—-The reductions we are 
seeking are nothing like as savage 
as those imposed on local authori¬ 


ties by the former Secretary of 
State for Environment, Mr Peter 
Shore (Tower Hamlets, Stepney 
and Poplar, Lab), as e result of the 
IMF cats. 

One of the problems we face is 
that having earlier recognized the 
need for economy he invited fur¬ 
ther recruitment last year and In¬ 
vited local authorities to plan for 
growth which was a totally irre¬ 
sponsible call In the light of the 
national economic situation. (Con¬ 
servative cheers.) 

Mr Robfn Squires (Havering, 
Hornchurch, C)—One of the res¬ 
training factors in reducing local 
government staff is the determi¬ 
nation of certain Labour authori¬ 
ties to carry on as if nothing had 
changed. (Conservative cheers.) 

Mr lOng—We have had some well- 
publicized statements by some 
authorities, but the great majority 
of responsible authorities now 
recognize the seriousness of the 
situation. 

I would certainly hope that while 
we still have a considerable way to 
go, this decrease represents a start 
and we shall look to local authori¬ 
ties in tiie coming months aa future 
figures are available. We would 
hope to see further encouraging 
trends in this respect. (Conserva¬ 
tive cheers.) 

Local authority employment had 

E ne up from 1.5m to 2.6m in the 
t 15 years and that asked ques¬ 
tions about whether it was justified 
In certain areas, Mr Tom King, 
Minister of State for Local Govern¬ 
ment, said during other questions. 
It was important to see what was 
happening to recruitment within 
individual authorities. 

Mr King said the department was 
discussing with the local authority 
associations how the central and 
local government joint manpower 
watch might be extended to pub¬ 
lish centrally manpower figures for 
an individual local authorities. 

The department had also invited 
them to discuss what manpower 
and other figures might be pub¬ 
lished locally. 


Role of reserve forces 
in nation’s defence 


House of Lords 

The armed services depended not 
only on individual reinforcement 
to bring them up to strength on 
mobilization, but also on units of 
trained volunteers to complete the 
order of tattle. Lord Caesmrthnr 
(C) said when he opened a short 
debate on reserve forces. 

He said the main purpose of me 
reserves was to complete tbeir 
commitment to their allies and 
assist in maintaining a secure 
United Kingdom base. 

It was argued, at a time of 
national penury, that any advance 
in the defence budget was not as 
much in the interests of the nation 
as the social services and other 
areas of the welfare state. 

Expense was one thing but value 
for money was another. For exam¬ 
ple, the total cost of the Territorial 
Army to the nation was just over 3 
per cent of the arms share of toe 
vote, or 1 per cent of toe 
total defence budget. Yet toe Ter¬ 
ritorial Army provided 2s per rant 
of their mobilized army in Gar- 
many- This was considerable cost- 
effectiveness and toe value It 
represented as part of their overall 
defence effort was in toe deepest 
interests of toe country. 

Lord Shin well (Lab) said be tad 
repeatedly advocated the need for 
Strengthening toe reserve forces. If 
they went on talking and talking 
without doing anything, one fine 


day they would catch it in the neck 
and have to return to conscription. 
Bail Cathcart (C) said there was 
a need for a gradual increase in 
toe reserve forces, mostly for 
security purposes in the United 
Kingdom. He believed toe will 
existed to man those reserve 
forces. Effective reserves were an 
essential component for a sound 
defence policy. 

The Bari of Avon (C) said the 
attitude had changed between cen¬ 
tral government and toe reserve 
army. At a meeting of toe Terri¬ 
torial Army Council last week, it 
was dear that it was excited by 
Its future. The Government should 
give an undertaking on compensa¬ 
tion for widows of Territorial 
Army members. 

Loud JDunieaUi said he welcomed 
the improvement in toe bounty 
paid to territorial members, but 
because of inflation. It should be 
reviewed annually because there 
was still a significant number of 
people who lost money by being 
members. 

Lord Inglewood (Cl said toe 
special constabulary was unique 
with 23,000 members covering toe 
country, but its members were tar 
from happy. They were unpaid 
and were the dudereflas of the 
whole picture. They could be of 
Immense value, but were held tack 
by toe Home Office and Chief 
Constables. The Police Federation 
was still hostile towards the force.

The effect on cons umer prices 
wfll amount to one quarter of one 
per cent on the retail price index, 
bat It will be many months before 
the full effect of the i per cent 
increase reaches the shoos . _ 

The Council also agreed a'5 tier 
cent devaluation of the Italian 
green lira. 

The Council agreed a mandats 
for the Commission fo negotiate 
voluntary restraint arrangements 
by third countries exporting sheep- 
meat to the Community. The man¬ 
date was in accordance with car 
insistence that any agreement 
should he a totally voluntary agree¬ 
ment on toe part of New Zealand 
and that there would be no un bind- 
fug of the Gatt tariff arrangements.

Tbe Government would look to 
toe Governor to make a recommen¬ 
dation after consulting toe parties.

In . toe absence of agreement 
between employers and employees 
that it should continue, toe two- 
year Post Office industrial 
democracy experiment wfll lapse 
at the end of toe year, Sir Koto 
Joseph, Secretary of State for 
Industry, said. 

He added that broadly toe 
unions were In favour of a con¬ 
tinuation while management and 
toe majoritf of independent mem¬ 
bers of tbe board nut not. 

Sir Keith Joseph, in his statement, 
said—ft is the Goverumentis policy 
to encourage increased involve' 
meat of employees in decisions 
affecting their interests.

The European Com muni tv could 
not afford the luxury of locking 
itself into a long family wrangle, 
however important, at a time when 
so many pressing problems were 
bearing In on Europe from the 
world outside, Mr Roy Jenkins, 
President of tbe European Com¬ 
mission, said when reporting to toe 
Parliament on the European Coun¬ 
cil in Dublin ou November 29 and

The meeting la Dublin, he said, 
was very difficult. Indeed, it 
seemed to face the most in ora cable 
problems faced at any of the nine 
summits be bad attended as Presi¬ 
dent. Tbe complete settlement of 
the problems on toe agenda was 
never a likely possibility- Ceraptete 
deadlock more fiktiy and we tod, 
indeed, come nearer to tfaSsar one 
stage than to fun success, although 
I Sank ve flashed rather better 
than wo started. 


The Council had endorsed the 
thesis of the Conmtisaloo that toe 
short-term British problem had to 
be considered against the back¬ 
ground of toe vital need, in toe 
interests of tbe Community as a 
whole, to have a better balance of 

Community policies In the medium 
term, necesrarfly involving a shift 
on toe balance Of- expenditure 
within the Community budget.

Lord Justice Derating was 
wrong iu the Bonsor case, how¬ 
ever, in suggesting that a trade 
unio n bad fall corporate persona¬ 
lity as a separate entity rather than 
quasi-corporate personality, the 
view winch prevailed with the 
House of Lords in that case. 

As retarded unincorporated 
associations generally, of which 
a trade union was only one species 
of toe genus, tire condition of

—an unincorporated association 
could only possess corporate 
feat ur e s or characteristics by rea¬ 
son of a statute.

The first chase of industrial 
law ended with toe Industrial 
Relations Act 1971, the second 
phase, which altered toe status 
of trade rations by conferring 
corporate status noon them. The 
Act also removed the general 
immunity in tort (which had been 
conferred by section 41 of the 
Trade Disputes Act, 1906), but it 
continued tire immunity for acts 
done is contemplation or further, 
ance of trade disputes. It might 
well be that historical dislikes of 
the Taft Vale case ([1901] AC 
42S) and toe 1906 Act itself by 
the trade union movement ex¬ 
plained the prohibition on treating 
trade unions as corporate bodies 
in the 1974 Act. 

The third phase was covered 
by toe 1974 Act. it was submitted 
toat section 2 (lj (c), winch con¬ 
ferred toe capacity to sue and be 
sued Is toe onion’s own name in 
any proceedings whatever, was a 
proce dural and not a substantive 
provision. 

The defendants also submitted 
on toe first question an a rg um ent 
based on reciprocity.

plaintiffs submitted tbzt when 
toe statute referred to a corpora¬ 
tion it could not at toe same time 
refer to an unincorporated body. 
It was also submitted that there 
was no presumption, particularly 
when dealing with legislation rela¬ 
ting to trade rations, that any 
golden rale of reciprocity was 
intended. 

At the time when the 1974 Act 
was enacted it was well known in 
all relevant circles that there 
existed corporations, ordinary 
human beings and bodies which 
were not corporations but had 
some of their attributes and could 
be regarded as quasi-corporations, 
and which as a result of such capa¬ 
city bad a legal personality suffi¬ 
cient to support a reputation and 
therefore to guard and safeguard 
such reputation.

Two women are about to go to 
prison in South Africa for talk¬ 
ing to a third. Since not even 
in "South Africa is talking a 
crime per se, the statement 
requires some amplification; 
-some, but alas not much, for 
by • now the iniquities of. the 
“ banning ” system practised by 
that beautiful and wicked land 
are. familiar here, not least to 
regular readers of this column. 
But its application in the par¬ 
ticular case I want to write 
about today, and the special 
iniquity of that, application, will 
be less well known. 

The victim is Winnie Man¬ 
dela, wife of Nelson Mandela, 
who is serving a life sentence 
on Robben Island, where a life 
sentence means exactly that; 
there is no system of release 
or : ,remission, fMandela was 
originally sentenced on charges 
relating to sabotage and tbe 
recruitment * of persons for 
guerrilla - warfare j this news¬ 
paper, m reporting the verdict 
—and remember char this refers 
to‘ a trial which took place-as- 
long ago as 1964 —referred to 
men • “ goaded beyond endur¬ 
ance” and declared editorially 
that “ the verdict of history-will 
bo that the ultimate guilty party 
is-the government-in power, and 
that .already is the verdict of 
world opinion 

Mrs Mandela has been sub¬ 
jected, for the past 16 years, 
to a campaign' of harassment 
and persecution that js excep¬ 
tional even by South African. 
standards. (It is not to be sup¬ 
posed, incidentally, that such 
treatment is no more than 
random cruelty; the -South 
African authorities are con¬ 
cerned not merely to imprison 
men like Mandela but nr. de¬ 
stroy them utterly as human 
beibgs, and breaking the- spirit 
of $s brave and devoted wile 
would be. a greet' help towards:

(This is the technique 
known - as “ the coovqyor ”, 
which was invented by Stalin's 
torturers and taken over in its 
entirety by their South African 
equivalents. The team applying 
it to Mrs Mandela was under 
the direction -. of Major 
SwanepoeL, -then South Africa's 
most notorious torturer.) 

Mrs Mandela, along with all 
her co-defendants, was acquitted 
(twice, as a master of fact, the 
charges being' withdrawn the 
first time and new ones substi¬ 
tuted more or less at random). 
By now It wag September 1970, 
and she had then spent some 
16 months in soiitsary confine¬ 
ment After the acquittal, she 
was banned again, being con¬ 
fined once more to a specific 
area of Soweto. When this ban¬ 
ning order expired^ in 1975 no 
new one was at first imposed, 
and Mrs .Mandela was able to 
travel the country, and speak 
freely to other people, for the 
first time in 12 years. It did 
not last; after tbe Soweto riots 
in 1976 she was arrested, held 
for five mouths without trial,- 
and released into the strictest 
banning yet—house arrest. 

Still her spirit was unbroken ;• 
so the government decided on 
a further- refinement of their 
torture. She was abruptly ban--, 
ished, to a" location ” in Brand- 
fort.- a remote Afrikaner 
village-in a barren area of the. 
Orange Free State, an area 
with which she has no con¬ 
nexions. She is, of course, 
banned there; sbe . is also 
confined to her borne' every 
night, throughout every week¬ 
end and on all public holidays:. 
Naturally, she may not attend 
any gatherings; namzUily, she 
may not publish anything nor 


may anything she says be. pub¬ 
lished. 

And now we come to tbe 
latest twist of South Africa’s: 
knife. Two women. Jackie Bos¬ 
nian and Dona Kleinscbmidt, 
visired Mrs Mandela, having 
driven the 500 miles from 
Johannesburg. It bad been 
decided to prosecute her again 
far breaking her banning order, 
and tbe women were invited 
to give evidence acainst her. 
They naturally refused, and. 
were rhemselves charged,- and 
sentenced to four months and., 
three * months imprisonment, ; 
respectively- They appealed, ■ 
and tbe appeal was dismissed ; 
they must therefore serve their 
sentences, and were due fo start ■ 
doing so today if there has been 
.no postponement. \ ■ 

Throughout the years' of her.' 
suffering, Mrs Mandela 'has. 
experienced continuous inter; 
ference with her letters :-in this, 
of course, she is 1 not .-iBnqne 
. among the victims. of South. 
Africa’s rulers, bat she. seems to 
be subject to a particularly 
vicious form of it. Some letters ; 
are allowed through, some have : 
passages deleted, . some are 
simply stolen before reaching 
her. This means that she is un¬ 
able to carry on any normal 
correspondence. since any 
meaningful exchange of letters 
depends on coatinuay. The 
authorities have also made it 
extremely difficult for her to be 
reached by telephone; she her¬ 
self has no telephone, of course, 
bot there is a call-box at which 
sbe waits by arrangement with 
her friends so ihat they can,. 
call ber there. But callers now 
find that .either there is no 
answer,-or that the telephone is 
picked up and immediately put 
down. •••-' '• 


- in ihe fact that she remains 
undaunted, by all the perse¬ 
cution they can visit .upon ber, 
rtm« demonstrating • that .their 
raie of lies, oppression-' and 
imttder camtot-prevadl for ever. 
1 ‘salute this gallant -and loyal 
defender of the faith, - and 
conclude with a letter, she has 
written to her friends,. among 
whom, surely, all friends- of 
freedom and of the best in 
mankind must he numbered, 
even if they have never- met 
Itor.

But it would be 
manageable, and it would not 
be too high a price to pay for 
drawing attention dramatically to 
two tilings that are very much 
needed in the Community of 
today—a start on reducing the

(Sir Hugh is known to hold the- 
view that dullness in architecture 
is “an underrated virtue”). The 
design is rather cast into the 
shade by the imperial pomp of 
the Treasury Building in one 
direction and the polychrome 
eclecticism of the former Scot¬ 
land Yard building in the other— 
to say nothing of Barry’s master¬ 
piece across the road—but it 
would not disgrace them, and it 
is perhaps as good as we caa 
expect in the current age of 
architecture.

Sir, I refer to your leading article 
of December 6 and take exception 
to the imputations against the civil 
service in Sotsthem Rhodesia, which 
has a proud reputation of loyally 
serving the government of the day. 
There is no doubt that the govern¬ 
ments of Sir Godfrey Hoggins, Gar¬ 
field Todd and Sir Edgar Whitehead 
were all served as loyally as those 
of Winston Field, las Smith and 
Bishop Muzorewa. 

At the unilateral declaration of 
independence is November, 1965, 
the governor. Sir Humphrey Gibbs, 
instructed civil se rva nts to stay at 
their posts and. this was endorsed, 
in the House of C omm ons by the 
then Prime Minister, Mr Harold 
Wilson. 

On the declaration of a republic 
in March, 1970, the then Foreign 
\Secretary, in answer to a question 
*in the House, stated that the former 
Governor's injunction had lapsed. 

Our legal advisers tell us that a 
fundamental instruction, such as 
that given by the Governor, cannot 
unilaterally be deemed to have 
lapsed without consultation between 
the parties and the offer and accep¬ 
tance of reasonable alternatives. No 
consultation ever took place, nor 
were any reasonable alternatives 
offered to civil servants. 

The executive of this association 
believes the Governor’s injunction 
to be. still binding. Our members 
will therefore serve Lord Soames as 
loyally as they hare served any 
other head of government. 

Turning to your other allegation, 

I can assure yon that, in all the 
negotiations on the security of pen¬ 
sions T have undertaken an behalf 
of this association with both mims- 
ters and civil servants in Britain, 
hatred and contempt have been 
noticeable by their absence on both 
tides. 

At its sixtieth annual conference 
in September, 1976, tins association 
unanimously passed a resolution that 
its members wished to continue to 
serye any government which was 
elected to power as well as they had 
done in the previous 60 years. Tins 
position still pertains, both during 
tiie Governor’s rule and regardless 
who comes to power in the forth¬ 
coming elections. 

We do, however, hope that, in 
recognition .of our efforts, her Maj¬ 
esty’s Government will come to an 
agreement with the new government 
under the Overseas Pensions Act, 
1973, in order to safeguard our pen¬ 
sions.

Sir, Mr Bernard Levin’s article 
about bans on smoking (December 
11 ) is not only foU of gratuitous 
offence, but also with decepticn- 
Smeriting is now a minority habit. 
Only 41 per cent of the whale popu¬ 
lation of tiie UK smoke and only 
30 per cent of the professional 
classes. Cigarette smoke is so offen¬ 
sive to the con-smoking majority 
due something has to be done to 
co n tro l the minority. This is so 
doubt why tiie BBC instigated tiie 
debate on a “ban on smoking in 
public places’*, in which both Mr 
Levin and 1 took port and to which 
he r ef er a in his article. He accuses 
me of fanaticism in it, so let me 
dea c tehe what actually happened. 

Clement Freud, Lord Soper and 
I had prepared a reasoned approach 
cd a ban on smoking in public 
places, but three minutes before the 
debate started Mr Levin insisted on 
malting it totalitarian. For the sake 
of the programme we agreed. A 
few minuses later. Miss Stasriso- 
poulos asked me how a total ban 
on smoking could be en fo rced: I 
had to reply that it must be by 
fines and, of course if these fines 
were not paid, imprisonment would 
be the ultimate sanction for con¬ 
tempt of court. 

The fanaticsxn of which Mr Levin 
accuses me was due solely to his 
own insistence that his side could 
only win the debate by malting it 
ridiculous. Despite this, half of the 
smAifncj* voted in favour of this 
extreme motion. So lofty is Mr 
Levin after his “insight training" 
about which he wrote recently, that 
he didn’t notice rid* remarkable 
demonstration of how many people 
now su p p or t stricter control of 
smoking. This fact, together with 
tiie vast numbers of people who kill 
rfaemsehres by smoking (at least 
30,000 e v er y year under the age of 
65), scans to be beneath Mr Levin’s 
serious consider a t i on. 

If tiie tobacco manufacturers 
were to address themselves to gradu¬ 
ally reducing sales of their danger¬ 
ous products, as every pharmaceuti¬ 
cal manuf ac turer does once a drug 
is found to have dangerous side 
effects, and if it were not that at 
least half of afi smokers desperately 
want help in stopping smoking, Mr 
Levin’s libertarian approach might 
suffice. As it is, doctors are forced 
as they have been in many aspects 
of preventive medicine in the past 
to seek control by legislation. 

This is a serious problem. Sir, 
and one that deserves more thought¬ 
ful debate in your columns than Mr 
Levin’s schoolboy abuse and his 
retreat from honest discussion in 
public debate.

For example, a report 
by two former Surgeons General of 
the United States (Drs Luther L. 
Terry and Jesse L. Stemfdd) con¬ 
cludes that long term exposure can 
cause Hjaeay and discomfort in 
healthy non-smokers ”. Another 
study ’ has indicated that non- 
smokers exposed to smoke for a 
long period suffer a reduction of 
lung capacity almost identical to 
that suffered by fight smokers. 
Many non-smokers do not want to 
be exposed to smoke- Furthermore, 
many people are allergic to smoke 
and surfer unpleasant reactions. 

What seems to be at issue is not 
the smokers right to smoke—no 
believer in a free society would 
deny it—but tile non-smoker’s right 
to breathe unsmofcepoUuted air in 
■daces in which he cannot avoid 
being. Surely no liberally minded 
perron would regard enforcement 
of the latter right as being any more 
of an encroachment upon a smoker’s 
liberty than the denial of tiie right 
ro smoke in the virinity of a petrol 
pump. 

I would hope that the eloquence 
and force of Mr Levin’s views might 
perhaps be tempered by considera¬ 
tion that the scientific premise an 
winch they are based may sot be 
sound, and that there is another side 
to tiie coin of absolute freedom.

sible for true religion- 

One must consider human respon-. 
eibility in this context. Human 
understanding without Grace is 
frail; Grace is not a shackle for 
theological thought, but its roost 
pure power. Further, religious 
leaders bear a critical responsibility 
for right doctrine where the eternal 
souls of people can depend, in part, 
on the beliefs they hold. 

The Congregation believes itself 
to stand in this exposed position, 
with the power, the support, and 
the responsibility l have indicated. 
Ir must act so as not to cause 
unnecessary disruption ; therefore 


it is right to make its preliminary 
enquiries slowly and carefully, and 
subject to confidentiality. But it 
must allow -that the unavoidable 
intrusion of its human fallibility 
could lead- : it astray; therefore it 
must check and re-check, including 
. the careful examination of the 
issues in discussion with interested 


parties. 

If God exists, and if he is involved 
in the world, as Roman ..Catholics 
think he is. then the situation of 
the Christian theologians who 
expressed indignation in your 
columns on December .l..is more 
than merely “ preposterous**, as 
Professor Geach put it (December 
. 61 . •» . - 

If, on the other hand, these 
theologians believe that the Church 
is wrong on the fundamental 
matters which I have indicated, they 
should object to the theology of the 
Congregation, not its indiscretion 
or its inhumanity. The one follows 
from the other.

Trees for kingfishers 


From the Chairman of the Southern 
Water Authority 

Sir. Your correspondent, Alison 
Ross, in your issue [ November 
24) made the statement that 
“modern river management de¬ 
mands treeless banks ”, and asked 
that water authorities should provide 
alternative accommodation for king¬ 
fishers in the form of short posts 
on river hanks. 

May I correct this statement with 
regard to river management and 
inform you that this authority is 
always ready to consider suggestions 
in the interests of nature conserva¬ 
tion. 

The authority has recently ap¬ 
proved a policy for tiie conservation 
of mature deciduous trees which has 
been discussed with nature conserva¬ 
tion bodies, the Nature Conservancy 
Council, Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds and County 
Naturalist Trusts, with whom we 
have arrangements for liaison and 
regular discussion on its implementa¬ 
tion and other matters of mutual 
concern. Generally, trees will he 
retained wherever possible sn that, 
except on the widest rivers, the 


minimum number of -trees are 
removed from one bank to allow 
machine operations whilst on the 
other bank trees that do not impede 
the river flow may continue to grow. 

Resulting from her. article, an 
authority senior engineer has met 
Miss Ross on site and agreed to put 
in the posts she seeks on sections of 
the banks of the River A run. It is 
hoped that these will have the 
desired effeef.

Learning lessons 
of the 'thirties 


From Professor Thomas Wilson 

Sir, The year 1979 marks the fiftieth, 
anniversary of two disasters. In thq 
United States, the recession 
that started in 1929 was allowed, 
to develop into a slump dial 
engulfed the capitalist world. In the 
USSR, in December. 1929. Stabn 
launched his campaign to eliminate 
peasant proprietorship and establish 
collective farms. Jt was a in 1933, 
when the slump was at its worsr,. r 
that the USSR experienced a devas-j 
taring famine as the direct conse¬ 
quence oi Communist policy. t 
Although tha two events were un? 
connected, the coincidence in time 
was remarkable. 

In the capitalist world the slump, 
convinced many people of the need : 
to reform the system by avoiding it) 
the future the mismanagement of 
the monetary and fiscal systems. 
which had been the basic cause of 
the disaster. There were others who 
drew a different conclusion: capi-^ 
ia 1 ism must be overthrown and it. 
was therefore right tn pledge abso- , 
lute loyalty tn the one country where.. 
the revolution had already taken. 
place. They were presumably _ quite . 
unaware of what was happening a( ■ 
the same time in Russia. 

The record of the famine has, «f- 
course, been concealed as much as 
possible by the Russian censorship; 
nut the general course of events has 
long been known, though not widely ^ 
known, in the West. Thus ProfessoP' 
Nove has observed that, according 
to the census statistics, “ well over 
10 million people had * demographi- 
cally’ disappeared between 1929 
and 1939”. Mn Economic History 
nf the USSR, p 180.» Although it 
would he wrong to infer that 10 
million died of starvation, the num¬ 
ber must have been very large 
indeed. To this must be added tbe 
number who were executed. A great • 
many peasants were also deported- 
and' subjected to cruel hardship. 
There can be little doubt thah 
although the slump in the capitalist 
■world was a tragedy, it was less ' 
terrible than tbe contemporaiy - 
tragedy in Russia. 

Everynne knows about the capt- - 
taJist slump hut it seems probable 
that, even today, few people in the . 
West are aware that there was a 
famine in Russia. We have been 
reminded recently by the media 
about the slump; it is surely time -> 
that a serious attempt was made rn 
inform us about the famine. It is . 
all the more important that this 
should be done because agriculture . 
—reorganized at this terrible cost 
in human suffering—-has continued 
rn be so weak a sector in the Soviet . 
economy that imports of fond for, - 
North America have been desper¬ 
ately needed in recent years in 
order to provide food for the Com¬ 
munist countries. 

The economies of the West arc. 
once more in difficulty and it is 
crucially important to ensure that . 
our defences are now sufficient!:-' • 
strong to prevent the current reces¬ 
sion from leading down once more- 
into deep depression. But Russia is • 
also encountering serious difficul¬ 
ties and these are not confined to- ■ 
agriculture. This fact needs to be 
better known in the West if super- - 
ficial ideological conclusions are 
not to be drawn once again-

Crystallography: A twist to the left 
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By the Staff of Nature 

Were James Watson or Francis 
Crick to mount a spiral staircase 
built to honour the double helical 
structure of DNA that they dis¬ 
covered, they would expect tu 
climb in a counter-clockwise (right- 
handed) direction. 

But it now seems possible that 
a more accurate representation or 
tbe DNA molecule would be a 
staircase with alternating clock¬ 
wise and counter-clockwise- 
sections. . 

That, at least, is the opinion of 
a of cxystallograpbers from 

the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and the University of 
Leiden, led by Professor Alexander 
Rich. For they hare jnst reported 
in Nature that a very small, syn¬ 
thetic DNA-like molecule exists as 
a left-handed helix. 

Crystallograpbers comm only piy 
their trade bv firing X-rays at 
crystals of the molecule whose 
s t ruct u r e they wish to revea l. A 
molecule Is composed of atoms. 
ftarh of which consists of a 
nucleus surrounded by electrons.. 
As the X-rays pass through a 
crystal they are scattered by the 
electrons of fhe atoms inside. 

The exact pattern of X-rays that 
emerges on tbe other side of the 
crystal reflects the way the atoms 
are arranged. Therefore, by ana¬ 


lysing

of the atoms and hence of the 
molecules -that -are -stacked inside 
the crystal. . • 

To get fine detail about tiiQ 
su ucim e of a molecule from that 
technique it is necessary to. have 
excellent crystals. Unfor tuna tely 
natural DNA~ extracted Jram Chro¬ 
mosomes, wul not- crystallize- In¬ 
stead it forms fibres, from w hich 
crystaUographas can obtain only 
limited structural information. 

Although tbe information' was xng a 
enough for Watson and Crick to. ^an^ 
discover the double helix, and to 
show it was right-handed, it has 
never been sufficient to reveal fixe, 
fine structur e of DNA. 

To achieve that, crystaHo- 
graphera such as Professor Rich 
have bad to work with synthetic 
DNA-like molecules. They are 
made with the same basic struc-. 
rare as DNA, but are only a frac¬ 
tion of tbe length of natural DNA, 
a few steps of a spiral staircase. 

It was not only the left-handed 
twist of their DNA-like molecule 
that surprised Professor Rich and 
Ms team; for that twist produced 
other differences. First, a left- 
handed double helix is thinner and 
longer than a right-handed one.

The great catastrophe

The hero of Kurt Vonnegui’s 
new novel is Walter F. Star- 
buck, President Nixon’s (un- 
consuired) adviser on Youth 
Affairs and most obscure of 
Watergate conspirators (** It 
was Bke being in a wonderful 
musical corned? where the 
aides mentioned everybody but 
me”). A Harvard man, Walter 
emerges from jail without wife, 
job or prospects of any kind, 
and makes for New York City 
and the hotel where, at the 
height of die Great Depression, 
be bad been both bappy and 
humiliated in 1931. 

Waking early the next day. 
as if still in prison, he takes 
bis breakfast in a coffee shop 
down the block: 

. . . everywhere I looked 7 sew 
customers of every description be - 
Lag received with love. To the 
waitresses everybody was " honey- 
bunch " and. “ darting " and 
“ dear Tt was like an emerg¬ 
ency ward after c greet catas¬ 
trophe. . . The catastrophe in tl-ds 
case, of course, teas that the sun 
had come up again. 

Vonnegut is not entirely jok¬ 
ing. Indeed, in much of Jailbird 
he is not joking at aU. Ever 
since Slaughterhouse-Five there 
has been a fight between deso¬ 
lation, anarchy and despair to 
take control of his novels and 
until now (Breakfast of Cham¬ 


pions, Slapstick) anarchy and 
despair have just about shared 
the field—anarchy as the re¬ 
vitalising element in history’s 
cosmic atmosphere, end despair 
tuned to a fine, stinging pitch 
by aphoristic perceptions end 
brilliant jokes. Jailbird is dif¬ 
ferent: desolation is king. I 
don’t think he has ever written 
such a desolate book before. 
Nor, more seriously, such an un¬ 
funny one: to be sure, a few of 
the jokes still kick hard, but 
for those few there are far too 
many lying on the ground with 
barely a twitch. 


Social history lies uneasily 
with fan: asti cation, Slapstick 
was dedicated to the angelic 
shades of Laurel and Hardy: 
Jailbird’s saints are Sacco and 
Van zero, not the same kind of 
quixotic act at all. but the 
murdered victims of “ one of 
the most spectacular, acrimoni¬ 
ously argued miscarriages of 
justice in American history”. 
Jailbird invokes the example of 
their meekness at several points 
as it contemplates a world in 
which anarchism, socialism, and 
humanism—all the personal 
assertions of “ holy common 
sense ”—zre everywhere on the 
run. Selfish consumerism and 
Harvard duplicitv have finished 
the work that the House Com¬ 
mittee on Un-American Activi¬ 
ties began. Starbuck had testi¬ 
fied keenly. 

Tenderness remains, and is 


riie novel's most positive demon¬ 
stration. Not that this alleviates 
the desolation much, since 
Walter Starbnck’s four loves— 
bis mother, his wife, Sarah 
CJewes and Mary Kathleen 
OTooaey—are all either dead 
or lost to him. but it does help 
to temper the bitterness near to 
self-pity which threatens at 
times to blow the.novel apart. 
Tenderesr of all is Ruth, the 
Jewish wife and survivor of 
Auschwitz whose talents were 
not always met with worldly 
success: her wedding photo¬ 
graphs were irredeemably lugu¬ 
brious ; her cocktail pianism too 
fine. 


Mary Kathleen, the Marxist 
girl friend of his Harvard youth, 
is the most effective of Walter's 
women because she turns 
into two characters wliosa ac¬ 
tions dominate the plot, such as 
it is, in the second half of the 
book. She is a carrier-bag ladv 
who lives among bowls of rat 
poison in the bowels of Grand 
Central Statinn. and she i< ilia 
mysterious control fine share¬ 
holder of RAMJAC, America’* 
largest conglomerate, bearing 
the same surname as the pro¬ 
prietor of the Washington Post. 

The widow Graham plans to 
demolish the wealth of the capi¬ 
talist system from within. First, 
she falls on Starbuck shonjy 
after his Manhattan breakfast, 
making him, and the handful ot 
people most nice to him in the 


first 24 hours of his release, 
into Vice Presidents of the Cor- 
poration; second, she redistri¬ 
butes RAM JAC’s fortune among 
the American people who most • » 
truly deserve it. Even this goes. 
wrong, however: so much 
money is spent on the admiGi- 
strati on of RAMJAC’s bounty' 
chat there is venr little left t<? . 
share out ; only the bureaucrats 
flourish.

The Stock Exchange Council 
has taken the first step towards 
introducing a three-tier market 
system. A new Unlisted Securi¬ 
ties' Market (USM) has been 
proposed which will provide a 
half way house between a pri¬ 
vate company and an official 
listing. 

Trading under rule 163(2), 
whereby shares in unlisted com¬ 
panies currently change hands, 
will be downgraded and jobbers 
will no longer be permitted to 
quote a two-way price or open 
a position in the shares. 

An exposure draft on rhe 
USM, prepared by a committee 
headed by Mr Charles Egling- 
ton, a partner in Akroyd 5: 
Smith ers. stock jobbers, has 
been accepted in principal by 
the Council. 

Hie draft will now be sent 
out. to member firms and other 


interested bodies for their 
opinions and comments and it is 
rnoughr that if it is favourably 
received the new market could 
be in operation by early sum¬ 
mer- 


Mr Nicholas Goodison, chair¬ 
man of the Council, said yes¬ 
terday that rhe principal rea¬ 
son ror seeing up the market 
was to allow new capital to be 
raised in smaller amounts than 
would normally be practical or 
economic by way of an official 
listing. 

The USM will be regulated 
by the Quotations committee 
and the member companies -.rill 
be charged a flat-rate annua) 
fee of £1,000. Other require¬ 
ments for entrv include good 
trading results for the previous 
three years, a market placing 
of less than £1.5m and a mini¬ 
mum of 13 per cent of the 
equity to be traded puolicly. 

Although nor wanting to be¬ 
come inflexible with irs rules. 


the council envisages a transi¬ 
tion to official listing statue 
once a company's capitalization 
reaches the £10m level. 

Tbe draft emphasizes that 
existing listed companies will 
not be allowed to move back¬ 
wards into this new market. 

Of the near 300 companies 
currently trading under rule 
163(2>. only 37 were considered 
“ active" enough to warrant 
inclusion in cite new market. 

MJH Nightingale, investment 
bankers, trades a further 17 
stocks in its over-the-counter 
market, and has another com¬ 
pany due to be launched next 
Wednesday. 

Mr Roger Hodgson said yes¬ 
terday that he welcomed the 
new market and added that he 
did not expect to lose any of 
his stocks to it. 

However, there is speculation 
that James Bin-rough, which 
distills and markets " Beef¬ 
eater ” gin and “ Borzoi ” 
vodka, may be the first ro make 


rhe move. Shares in the group 
are currently dealt both in the 
Nightingale market and under 
rule 163(2). 

Mr J. Sanger, group finance 
director, ad mitred that he 
would be looking with in rerest 
at the USM but that Nightin¬ 
gale's stared the group's inter¬ 
est at present.

Iran is to campaign for pro¬ 
duction cuts by all tbe Opec 
nations when the oil producers 
meet in Caracas, Venezuela, 
starting on Mondav. 


Opec countries, 
_ the United Arab 
Emirates, Kuwait and Venez¬ 
uela have indicated that, 
like Iran, they intend to reduce 
oil output next year. 

Prices are expected ro rise 
sharply. Mr Rene Ortiz, the 
Opec secretary general, is re¬ 
ported as saying that a 30 per 
cent increase is possible. This 
would take the official upper 
limit of $23.50 to S30.55 a bar¬ 
rel. 

But prices are already higher 
than this on the spot market 
which Opec countries are using 
to fix their contracts for next 
year. 


Oil companies in the United 
Kingdom hare paid up to S40 
a barrel and prices as high as 
$45 a barrel have been re¬ 
ported. These compare with 
the official price of only S 12.70 
a year ago when petrol was 
SOp a gallon. 

While moderate Opcc leaders 
are trying ro produce a 
formula to unify prices and 
reduce uncertainty, Japan con¬ 
tinues to buy aggressively in 
the spot market. This action to 
increase its stocks is keeping 
prices high. 

It has also led to a sharp 
deterioration in Japan’s rela¬ 
tions with the United States. 
Washington has expressed un¬ 
concealed resentment at Japan’s 
purchasing of large quantities 
of the 700,000 barrels of crude 
a day from Iran which has been 
cut from American imports by 
President Carter’s embargo. 


Mr Cyrus Vance, the United 
States Secretary of State, is re¬ 
ported to have described the 
Japanese behaviour as “ insen¬ 
sitive “. The State Department 
is understood to be drafting a 
letter to Mr Saburo Okita, tbe 
Japanese Foreign Minister. 

It is felt that the dispute 
could rekindle American discon¬ 
tent over the sharp trade defi¬ 
cit which the United States suf¬ 
fers with Japan. 

Mr Masayoshi Ohira, the Jap¬ 
anese Prime Minister, told re¬ 
porters yesterday that his gov¬ 
ernment would try to seek 
American understanding of 
Japan’s difficulties in relying; 
on the Middle East for 80 per 
cent of its oil needs. 

Mr Naohlro Amaya, of the 
Japanese international trade and 
industry ministry, has gone to 
Washington to put the Japanese 
case. 


Paris tribunal rules 
against Bank Markazi

Paris, Dec 12 

Bank Markazi. Iran’s central 
bank, fans lost the first round 
of its fight to recover 550m 
(about £23m) on deposit with 
tbe Paris branch of the Ameri¬ 
can Citibank. 

In a reserved judgment today 
b civil tribunal decided that 
since the money is on timed 
deposit until December 29 the 
Citibank is within its rights to 
withhold payment until that 
date. 

The Iranian bank had applied 
for the money, converted into 
sterling, to be paid out on Nov¬ 
ember 19. Citibank refused, 
according to lawyers for the 
Iranians, because of the Ameri¬ 
can Government’s freeze. 

In its ruling the tribunal said 
that if Citibank refused to pay 
on receipt of 3 further demand 
un December 19 then a new 
application could be made. 

Earlier this week M Giscard 
d’Estaing, the French President, 
told Mr Cyrus Vance, America’s 
Secretary of State, that Ameri¬ 
can banks operating in France 
were subject to French law. The 
American freeze could not be 
enforced unless it could be up¬ 
held by a French court. 

Ronald Pullen writes: Bank 
Markazi apparently agreed to 
accept interest of 13$ per cent 


on the funds deposited with 
Citibank in Paris when it was 
told on December 4 that the 
deposits could not be with¬ 
drawn. 

The French court ruling post¬ 
pones for a week any decision 
on the Iranian claim that 
branches of United Stares banks 
come under the jurisdiction of 
the country in which they oper¬ 
ate. 

The hope is that the release 
of the American hostages in 
Tehran will allow the banking 
crisis to blow over before it 
becomes enmeshed in lengthy 
legal battles. 

Meanwhile in London the 
legal moves are raking their 
course. Citibank said that a pre¬ 
liminary bearing had taken 
place in connexion wuh the 
actions brought by Bank Mar- 
kagi and Citibank‘against each 
other. The court made some 
preliminary' orders over the 
conduct of the proceedings but 
no date has been fixed for the 
trial of any of die actions. 

Other banks are still reluc¬ 
tant tn become involved. Meet¬ 
ings over the last week of at 
least ten groups of banks 
involved in syndicated loans to 
Tran, involving over S1,000m, 
are understood to have decided 
to take xro action to accelerate 
loan repayments. 


Call to 
strengthen 
IMF role

The International Monetary 
Fund will have to play a much 
bigger role in 1930 in assisting 
oilimporting nations with heavy 
payments deficits and high 
debts outstanding, according to 
Mr David Rockefeller, chairman 
of tbe Chase Manhattan Bank. 

He said the commercial baaks 
would not be in a position to 
play as large a role _as they 
had done in the past in lend¬ 
ing ro the developing countries 
because of the increased risks. 
“The IMF will have to bear a 
lot of tbe burden in terms of 
tmmding .the financing facili¬ 
ties and imposing discipline ” 
on borrowers. 

Mr Rockefeller said he was 
deeply worried a hour the inter¬ 
national financial situation next 
year. Insufficient attention had 
been given to strengthening the 
IMF so chat it could play a 
more important role. 

The Iranian situation created 
oil production uncertainties that 
had driven up oil demand. To 
secure more moderate oil pric¬ 
ing “it is important to stabi¬ 
lize production and to get a 
better overall demand-supply 
balance ”, he said.

Greek shipowners to 
remit extra £500m

Greek shipowners have volun¬ 
teered to help Greece. defray 
the higher cost of its oil imports 
for 1980 by increasing their 
remittances home next year by 
£500 millions. 

Mr Anthony Chandris, presi¬ 
dent of the Greek shipowners’ 
union, left for London today 
after consultations with his 
government to appeal to tbe 
London-based Greek owners to 
support tbe campaign. 

Greek revenue from shipping 
rose to £750m in 1979 — 
the largest single source 
after exports. The plan is to 
increased shipping earnings to 
£l,250m to help Greece cover 
the increased cost of the 93 
million tons of crude oil jt 
needs in 1980. 

Mr Chandris said: “Wc are 
not selling patriotism, but we 
know that the country des¬ 
perately needs more foreign 
exchange The shipowners pro¬ 
pose that the Greek government 
should grant them credit incen¬ 


tives to induce them to make all 
their repairs in Greek shipyards 
at an estimated revenue of 
£150m annually. 

They could also channel ad I 
insurance premium payments 
for Greek-owned ships through 
the Greek branches of interna¬ 
tional insurance companies. 
Before this can be achieved, 
however, there win have to be 
negotiations with mainly Brit¬ 
ish underwriters. 

The Greek government Is 
also willing to authorize Greek 
banks to pay preferential inter- 
rest rates for foreign currency 
deposits by shipowners, and is

The Greek shipowners, 
pledge came at a time of in¬ 
creasing anxiety over the 
trends in the Greek balance of 
payments.

The minister also agreed to 
ask the Department of Health 
and Social Security to expedite 
social security payments to the 
workers who were sacked 10 
days ago. 

Shop stewards and union 
officials were accompanied at 
yesterday’s meeting by Mr 
Eric Heffer, Mr Eric Ogden 
and Mr David Alton, ihe MPs 
for Liverpool Mr Ogden said 
after the meeting that since 
the closure there bad been 
inquiries from prospective 
customers for orders worth 
£500,000. 

Mr Frank Bloor, chairman of 
the factory’s joint shop stew- 
aids committee, said the sit-in 
would continue until tbe work¬ 
ers received the statutory 90 
days notice of redundancy.

The. United States can play 
a big -role in fending off a 
crisis: of confidence in the 
world’s monetary and financial 
system by maintaining its

exchange rate, according to Dr 
Wfifried Guth, one .of West 
Germany’s leading bankers. 

. Dr Goth, who is one oE the 
two' chief executives of the 
Deutsche Bank, told a press 
conference in Duteeldorf that 
the crisis in Iran had led to a 
precarious situation, but if com¬ 
mon sense prevailed the damage

“The greatest triumph for 
Khomeini would be if we were 
to allow a collapse of the inter¬ 
national finan cial system and 
the dollar ”, he said. ■ - - 

He argued that in continuing 
a strong dollar policy,;President 
Carter would be aided by tbe 
improvement in the American 
balance of payments and West 
'Germany’s and Japan’s move¬ 
ment into, balance of payments 
deficit- on' current account. . 

Dr Guth expressed similar- 
cautious optimism on the future 
of the Euromarkets. He said 
that it . was the duty of the 
international banks to maintain 
confidence in established mar¬ 
ket structures. 

He saw no reason for the 
legal entanglements surround¬ 
ing the servicing of ' Iranian 
debt to develop into a crisis on 
the markets. Iran was a special 
case he 'said,' although he con¬ 
ceded that it would lead to 
banks adopting a more cautious 
attitude towards . lending,, to 
foreign countries and possibly 
.to a: widening of margins in 
favour of the. backs. . r_ 

Not only- does Dr Guth share 
the responsibility for running

Enterprise the 4 basis 
for creating wealth’

Encouragement of the entre¬ 
preneur and enhancement _ of 
the engineering profession 
were identified by Sir Peter 
Corey, Permanent Secretary at 
tbe Department of Industry, 
last night as crucial to the 
revitalization of Britain’s 
industrial base. 

He suggested that both 
should be accorded the highest 
priority if society was to re¬ 
cognize the Importance of 
creating wealth rather than its 
redistribution. Both, he said, 
were proposals for using the 
country’s resources more 
effectively. 

Presenting the Hawks] ey 
Lecture at the Institution of 
Mechanical Engineers. Sir 
Peter traced the decline of 
Britain’s manufacturing per¬ 
formance but said that the 
decline_ was not inherently 
irreversible. 

On poor productivity, he sug¬ 
gested that macro-economic 
factors such _ as the level of 
investment might be . much less 
important than a combination 
of managerial and labour prac¬ 
tices in explaining international 
differences in output per head. 
Studies supported the idea that 


impediments to mobility of 
labour between industries ought 
be partly responsible for Bri¬ 
tain’s relatively low level of 
output per man.- 

Recent surveys by economic 
forecasting organizations sug¬ 
gested that Britain could well 
be heading in the short term 
for an absolute decline in its 
welfare measured by gross 
domestic product but the 
country w as not going to 
accept the logical translation of 
that decline into its earningS- 

“The further ahead you look, 
rife more disturbing the under¬ 
lying trends appear”, said Sir 
Peter, adding that North Sea oil 
and gas was, to a great extent, 
cushioning the country from the 
consequences of - poor manufac¬ 
turing performance. This made 
it all the more difficult to bring 
home the message of relative 
decline. 

“In developing our society, 
we have too often ignored the 
virtues of enterprise. It is enter¬ 
prise which .lies at the base of 
our* ability to create wealth.”

The planned, supply of mag¬ 
netic tape units for three lead¬ 
ing computer companies— 

Control Data and NCR in the 
United States and International 
Computers Ltd (XCL).-in Britain 
—is threatened by development 
problems at a jointly owned sub¬ 
sidiary company, CPI Data 
Peripherals, of Stevenage. 

The parent of the Stevenage 
company is Computer Peri- 

S herris Inc (CPI), of Mfaneapo- 
s, which was set up in 1972 by 
Control Data and NCR. ICL- 
joined in 1975. CPI is now 
owned 60 per cent by Control 
Data and 20 per cent each by 
NCR and ICL. 

CPFs task is to develop and 
make magnetic tape units and 
printers,' primarily for the com¬ 
puter systems of tbe three 
parent companies. About 100 
of the 300 people employed ax 
the Stevenage subsidiary have- 
been developing an advanced 
tape sub-system known as the 
ATS-3. Tbe "remaining •' 200 
make printers. 

In the view of the parent 
companies, it is now- unlikely 
that the ATS-3 will be accept¬ 


able for their computer systems, 
mainly- for reasons of coat and 
delivery dates. The viability of 
the project is doubtful, mid the 
probability is that the Steven¬ 
age tape activity will be ended 
soon. 

A spokesman for CPI in 
Minneapolis confirmed yester¬ 
day that “a thorough evalua¬ 
tion " of the project was under 
way, with a decision on whether 
or not to continue due to be 
made in January. The printer 
manufacturing activity at 
Stevenage, he said, was likely 
to be expanded. 

T here has been no single' 
technical problem in connexion 
with the ATS-3, it is under¬ 
stood, but a gradually Worsen¬ 
ing cost-effectiveness as the 
development has been 'pro¬ 
longed. It has been under; 
development for more than two

The intern world is bracing it¬ 
self for still higher oil prices 
after next week’s meeting of the 
oil exporters in Caracas. Bur 
for the British Government the 
cloud of dearer oil has a silver 
lining. 

For every 10 per cent that the 
oil price is pushed up, the 
Government’s revenues from the 
North Sea rise by more than 
10 per cent. Although these 
revenues have bad only a marg¬ 
inal impact on government 
finances so far, they will be¬ 
come an increasingly important 
Factor in the equation of public 
spending, borrowing and taxa¬ 
tion. 

The rise In oil prices which 
has already taken place this 
year has thrown out most esti¬ 
mates, including those of the 
Government, of the effects of 
North Sea production on the 
British economy. .Higher than 
expected prices have an effect 
on tne' estimated benefits of 
North Sea oil both to Britain’s 
balance of payments and to the 
Government's tax receipts. 

Of course, higher oil prices 
outweigh these benefits in the 
long run. If Opec pushes tne 
price up significantly next 
week, as it almost certainly will, 
there-will -be -many unpleasant 
consequences for _ the world 
economy which will naturally 
damage'Britain too. 

World inflation will probably 
accelerate, growth will slow 
down and there will be in-' 
creased instability in the inter¬ 
national financial markets as 
huge payments imbalances build 
up. 

So far most discussion of the 
economic effects of the North 
Sea has concentrated on the 
balance of payments improve¬ 
ment and the consequent effect 
on rife pound’s exchange rate. 
As Britain has moved towards 
oil self-sufficiency, and as oil- 
dominated foreign exchange 
markets have buoyed up sterl¬ 
ing, this emphasis has been 
timely. 

However, Britain is moving 
into a period when the flood of 
North Sea oil money into the

Unfortunately, it is extremely 
difficult to work out just how 
much money the Government 
will get and when.

. In . some-' people’s wilder 
dreams, rhie. profits from the 
North Sea coeld mean that oil 
companies pay enough to the 
Government to let the rest of 
us off income tax altogether 
or wipe out the Government's 
borrowing requirement. 

Although this is almost in¬ 
conceivable it is true that oil 
revenues, may save the Govern¬ 
ment from putting up income 
tax or even enable it to knock 
a few pence more off the stan¬ 
dard rate in the years after 
1980. 

The Treasury’s latest esti¬ 
mates, published in August, 
suggest that the North Sea tax 
take would total about £4,7 50m 
at 1978 prices by the mid 
1980s. 

For comparison, the Govern¬ 
ment raised £18,750m from 
income tax during 1978-79 and 
had a total borrowing require¬ 
ment of £9,251 m, with a target 
of £8,300m for this year. 

Since the Treasury based its 
figure on the assumption of a 
falling real sterling price of 
oil, it is already outdated by 
this year’s price rises. 

Stockbrokers Wood Macken¬ 
zie are updating their latest 
estimates to take account of the 
recent surge in oil price rises. 
They expect North Sea revenues 
to rise to well over £10,000m 
(in money terms) by the mid- 
1980s. 

There is no simple relation¬ 
ship between rises in the oil 
price and the increase in gov¬ 
ernment revenues. There are 
three different sources of rev¬ 
enue—royalties, corporation 

tax and petroleum revenue tax. 
The last two rise more than 
proportionately with the price, 
as increased profits bring more 
fields into the tax net and as 
the fixed costs which have been 
written off itt the early years 
of production do not rise with 
the price. 

The sharp rises in oil prices 
which have already taken place 
this -.year, together with the 
prospect of more to come next 
week, have apparently influ¬ 
enced the Government’s deple¬ 
tion policy in the North Sea. 
Until now rhe Treasury has 
resisted any attempts to slow 
down oil production 

This week, however, Mr 
David HowelL the Energy Sec¬ 
retary, hinted that the Govern¬ 
ment intends to have a positive 
depletion policy. Dearer oil 
means that Britain can afford 
to keep it longer in the ground. 

Unfortunately, the prospects 
for the economy are so dismal 
that North Sea oil is more likely 
to esse misenr than to solve any 
problems. The oil-induced in¬ 
crease in government revenues 
may well be eaten ud as quickly 
as the balance of payments''! 
benefits have so far been 
devoured.

A bigger recycling 
role for the IMF? 


New York 

Many oil-importing nations will 
face balance of payments diffi¬ 
culties next year and acme 
strains may be placed on the 
international financial system. 
The precise nature of the 
problems which emerge will 
depend on tbe attitudes of com¬ 
mercial banks and the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund to¬ 
wards lending to deficit nations 
and the ability of the fund and 
tbe banks to provide adequate 
resources. 

Mr David Rockefeller, chair¬ 
man of the Chase Manhattan 

Bank, says that rhe real prob¬ 
lem is that the risks in lending 
to many of the oil-importing 
developing^ - countries have 
increased and in many -cases 
banks are reaching their lend¬ 
ing limits for individual 
Countries. ; 

Tbe truth is simply that many 
of die countries that used to 
have low outstanding debts 
relative to thfcir debt servicing 
capabilities now' shoulder very 
heavy debt Toads. To add to 
these debt loads is to increase 
the risk bankers have to take. 
In view of this Mr Rockefeller 
has no doubt chat the IMF will 
have to . play 'a much bigger 
role.

Surplus 

What mikes the outlook so 
worrying is the sheer dimen¬ 
sions of the problem: Mr 
Rockefeller expects the com¬ 
bined surplus of the oil export¬ 
ing nations this year to roral 
555,000in and to rise to possibly 
S~5 ( 000m in 1980- These vast 
amounts have to be recycled 
to the oil importers to enable 
them to pay their oil bills. 

A large part of this recycling 
may well have to be undertoken 
by the IMF in due course and 
Mr Rockefeller is worried 
about this. He was not certain 
that the IMF would have 
sufficient capabilities for some 
time. 

He does not see tbe problem 
for the banks being a shortage 
of deposits by oil exporters and 
says that, despite the Carter 
Administration’s freezing of 
Iraniao assets, there has been 
no change whatsoever in 
Chase's relations with other oil- 
exporting countries. Nor does 
he expect any change in the 


banking policies of these 
countries. 

There is a danger that as the 
banks refuse to lend ,to tbe 
developing countries with the 
gravest problems, they will 
become still more competitive 
in lending to less risky oil 
importers. Bitter competition 
this year has seen sucb shrink¬ 
age of margins that some 
members of tbe Federal 
Reserve Board in the United 
States are deeply concerned. 

Mr Rockefeller admits there 
is this danger, but be says that 
American and big foreign com¬ 
mercial banks are ud likely to 
an in this way. ** J have a 
feeling that there will be a 
degree more caution, a degree 
more concern for margins.” 

Sudden financing crises for 
Individual countries, which can 
lead all too easily to uncertain¬ 
ties and alarm throughout the 
international monetary system, 
could possibly be avoided by 
doser relations between tbe 
IMF and the banks. The eager¬ 
ness with which some banks 
have rushed to lend to high- 
risk countries has enabled these 
countries to avoid taking neces¬ 
sary domestic measures, that 
they would have taken if they 
had bad to bow to the condi¬ 
tions the IMF attaches to its 
ISins. 

Mr Rockefeller sees closer 
relations between the banks and 
the IMF developing, but he 
stresses that it would be disas¬ 
trous “if developing countries 
thought the banks and the 
fund were ganging up against 
them 


But informal talks are talring 
place more frequently between 
the fund and the banks and 
cooperation 1 has been experi¬ 
enced, aod will be experienced 
more often' in the futuf-c^^le 
rites as an example the way 
that the banks, together -with 
the fund, tbe Organization»£or 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development and tbe Turkish 
Government, worked construc¬ 
tively together to help with 
Turkey’s financial crisis, m 

So far, few officials in iqler- 
nationaJ organizations and 
national governments hive 
shown much-concern in pilWic 
for next year's recycling prob¬ 
lems. The worries of the 
bankers seem valid enough and 
perhaps it is high time that 
officials at least prepared for 
the creation of some new kind 
of oil facility, or some sort .of 
international financial safety 
oet. , 

Mr Rockefeller is not alone in 
expressing his worries. Mr 
Rimmer de Vries, a senior vice- 
president at Morgan Guaranry 
Trust, said in Paris recently th 2 t 
the foreign investments and 
cash assets of Opec were lilrblv 
to rise to S300,D00m in 19SO 
from 5160,000m at rhe end of 
1978. 


Tensions 


The commercial banks would 
be unable to handle such .vast 
amounts, he said, and because 
of rising risks they would- j>e 
unable to lend to growing tusn- 
bers of developing countries. 

The official authorities must 
do more of the lending and take 
other sreos to reduce the mone¬ 
tary tensions thtit could emerge 
as Opec handles such huge 
assets. 

As one linens to the bankers 
one is forced to the conclusion 
that for a variety of reasons 
the nervousness and sense"of 
uncertainty in financial mar¬ 
kets may be greater next year 
than this. There is no alter- 
native now other than ro wel¬ 
come much greater IMF hnd 
official involvement in the fin¬ 
ancial aspects of Opec’s "sur¬ 
pluses. 

One must hope that action- is 
taken in good time to ensure 
that crises do not develop, 
rather than that, as so often 'in 
the past, officials deride that 
action is needed only after all 
manner of grave difficulties 
have surfaced.

Killing Leyland with kindness 


MPs of all parties admire rhe 
achievements of Sir Michael 
Edwardes. chairman of British 
Leyland. He has brought back 
respect for management and be 
has cut over-manning by 18,000 
jobs. 

But he has still to prove that 
he can run a profitable motor 
car company. 

If the public were asked 
whether tbe Government should 
put more taxpayer’s money into 
BL, the answer would be a re¬ 
sounding “ No ”. As so often, 
the public would be right. 

Yet, we are told, “ without 
more money BL is dead This 
is simply not true. 

Since it was rescued Levland 
has had hundreds of millions 
of 'pounds from the Govern¬ 
ment. Yet, despite this lar?esse 
from the taxpayer, it built 
400,000 fewer vehicles last year 
than it did seven years ago, and 
its United Kingdom market 
share has slumped from 32 per 
cent to 16 per cent. 

Where has all the money 
gone? Some has been spent on 
new plant and machinery ; Ley- 
land today has some very 
modern factories. But much has 
gone simply to meet losses due 
to strikes. 

The core of BL’s trouble is 
low productivity. In 1972 it was 
six vehicles per man year; in 
1978 it was down to four 
vehicles per man year. Con¬ 
tinental companies achieve 
twenty rehides per man year 
and the Japanese attain twice 
thar figure. 

A rear ago the National

Enterprise Board told MPs that 
Leyland’s producriviw was ex¬ 
pected to rise by 18.5 per cent- 
In fact it dropped by 3 per 
cent. 

Yet, if Levland were to get 
back to 1972 productivity fig¬ 
ures it would be generating 
good profits and the taxpayer 
would be let off the hook. 

Unbelievably, despite Ley- 
land’s poor performance, ia 
workers today are demanding 
an extra £1.250 a year—a bit 
cheeky when the company is 
seeking further money handouts 
from the long-suffering tax¬ 
payer. 

The Prime Minister says that 
the Government will not fin¬ 
ance excessive wage claims 
from the public sector. Surely 
any wage claim from an ailing 
company such as BL is exces¬ 
sive? This is another reason 
for Parliament to refuse BL 
further cash. 

LeyJand has suffered enough 
from easy money from the tax¬ 
payer. Governments have 
clutched at every straw to jus¬ 
tify more money, despite 
the company’s making fewer 
vehicles and negligible profits. 
Success is always “just around 
the corner ". 

The truth is that today Ley- 
land needs nothing but that 
most difficult of remedies for 
a politician to prescribe. It 
needs to be left alone. 


It needs the shock treatment 
of standing on its own two feet 
like any other business. 

Many of its problems lie in 
outdated and over-priced 
models. Tbe much-heralded hew 
Mini-Metro may not, after all, 
be a certain winner. Apparently, , 
Leyland is less than confident, ■ 
having cut die production lines 
down from three to tifro, 
reducing output of Metros from . 
6,000 to 4,500 per week. 

Sir Michael plans to spend ' 
nearly £770m on completing the 
Mini-Metro, the BL/Honda,-the 
LC 10. the new Rover and'-the • 
4x4 Range Rover. The dilemma - 
is whether BL can afford to 
spend such large sums. Can a 
company that is so sick justify , 
such spending ? 

If BL has investment projects 
to finish, let it a go to the City. 
Better still, let it pay for invest- t 
roents out of profits earned >by 
making more cars. 

If cash is needed now, let it 
sell off part of its business— 
that is wbat a private company 
would do in similar circum¬ 
stances. Land Rover Ltd, a 
successful export earner, would 
be a prime candidate for b£ing 
sold ro the private sector. The 
workforce ar SolihvH might be 
greatly relieved to be “ on their 
own 

Every parent knows that ’you 
can kill with kindness—and 
that might just happen- to 
British Leyland.
